Eric KV1J will be QRV as FP/KV1J from Miquelon Island until 29th March. 
Miquelon Island is part of the DXCC entity of the St Pierre & Miquelon Islands 
located off the coast of Canada. Activity is on 160m to 10m CW, SSB and RTTY. 
QSL via home call and Logbook of The World. 


The Island of Mayotte in the Indian Ocean will be visited by two French operators 
from 18th to 24th March. Look for the callsigns FH/F2DX and FH/F6BEE. They will 


have monoband verticals on the beach for 40m to 10m and a 6 element yagi for 6m.
